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THE PROBLEM:

Research shows that women facing unintended pregnancies consider abortion because they feel as if they 
have no other option ( Vitae ). Consider these facts: 

• Every 95 seconds, a woman has an abortion at a Planned Parenthood facility, the country's 
largest abortion provider.

Our goal in offering such a broad scope of sexual health services is simple - compete with abortion 
providers for patients to save and change more lives. The sooner we can build a relationship with young, 
sexually active people by offering STD testing for example, the better chance we have to educate and 
encourage them to make healthier choices. All of our services are offered at little or no cost to the 
patient, and we will never turn away a patient if they are uninsured or cannot pay. 

For women who choose to parent their child, we provide a free, 16-week parenting program called 
Beginnings and an accompanying a fatherhood-mentoring program called the Dad's Project.

THE PROBLEM: 

WOMEN CHOOSE ABORTION WHEN FEEL THEY HAVE NO CHOICE. 

Research shows that women facing unintended pregnancies consider abortion because they feel as if they 
have no other option ( Vitae ). Consider these facts: 

• Every 95 seconds, a woman has an abortion at a Planned Parenthood facility, the country's 
largest abortion provider. PP operates 19 clinics in Los Angeles County and 6 in OC. 

• Nearly half of all unintended pregnancies in California end in abortion and one in three women 
have had an abortion by the age of 45; 59% are already mothers. (Guttmacher)

Our goal in offering such a broad scope of sexual health services is simple - compete with abortion 
providers for patients to save and change more lives. The sooner we can build a relationship with young, 
sexually active people by offering STD testing for example, the better chance we have to educate and 
encourage them to make healthier choices. All of our services are offered at little or no cost to the 
patient, and we will never turn away a patient if they are uninsured or cannot pay. 

For women who choose to parent their child, we provide a free, 16-week parenting program called 
Beginnings and an accompanying a fatherhood-mentoring program called the Dad's Project. We also 
offer referrals to local Christian adoption agencies and abortion recovery support to women who are 
suffering after an abortion.

I am President of Obria Medical Clinics of So Cal, we operate four Caifornia-licensed clinics in Orange and LA Counties and a mobile unit, offering affordable life-affirming women's health care 
services (pregnancy tests, ultrasounds, well-woman exams, STD/HIV testing and treatment, and full-term prenatal care). In addition to medical services, we provide free programs such as 
parenting classes, abortion-recovery, and adoption referrals with vetted partners. If you are familiar at all with the state of pro-life pregnancy clinics in the U.S., ours are quite advanced in terms 
of medical scope of services. 

Over 80% of our patients are 200% below the federal poverty line (and Medi-Cal eligible). Currently, 98% of our funding comes from the generous support of pro-life Christian families and 
foundations.
